A RUNAWAY BOY. 


Walter G. Seaver, who was city 
editor of the Bazoo in its pilmy 
day s, some twenty y ears ago, has 
forsaken journalism, and is now 
the projector of the Mexican Great 
Eastern railway , a new line that is 
to be constructed from the City of 
Mexico to the coast. 
All 
old-timers will remember 
Mr. Seaver, who is now a res­ 
ident of Chicago, but is this week 
visiting friends 
in St. J oseph, 
from which city he came to Se­ 
dalia to work for J . West Good­ 
win on the Bazoo. 
Speaking of the railroad project 
in which he i.^ interested, Mr. 
Seaver said to a St. J oseph Ga­ 
zette Herald reporter Sunday : 
“ The route of the Ferrocarril 
Gran Oriental Mexicano (Mexican 
Great Eastern railway ) is from the 
City of Mexico in a southeasterly 
direction to the Port of Coatzacoal- 
cos, on the Gulf of Mexico, the 
distance being about 652 kilometres, 
or 4<x) English miles. 
“ The original concession from 
the Mexican government provides 
for the .construction of a narrow 
gauge railway , and seventy -eight 
miles have been completed and put 
in operation, extending from the 
City of Mexico to the south side of 
Popocatepetl volcano. 
This line 
will be rebuilt as standard gauge 
and the work of rebuilding will be 
under way within the next few 
weeks. 
“ The Grand Oriental will cross 
the Izucar branch of the Intero- 
ceanic Railway at Ablixco, the 
Mexican Southern 
at Tehuacan 
and the Vera Cruz & Pacific at or 
near Tuxtepec. 
“ The route from the City of 
Mexico to the mountains of Apa- 
pasco which surround the volcano 
of Popocatepetl, is through the 
most thickly portions of the V a l­ 
ley of Mexico, the products being 
corn, wheat, ry e, barley , pulque, 
fruits and a score or more of man­ 
ufacturing establishments, among 
these being the San Rafael papjr 
mills, the largest in the republic of 
Mexico. 
“ At Arlixco there are several 
manufacturies of different articles. 
From Arlixco the line crosses the 
fertile plains of Puebla, and from a 
point a few miles east of Arlixco 
one has a view that possibly can­ 
not be equalled in the world, that 
is to see three volcanoes in sight, 
these being Popocatepetl, Orizaba 
and Malintzi. 
For nearly two hun­ 
dred miles the peaks of Popocate- 
Ç 
etl and Ixtaccibautl (the Sleeping 
iTomao), are in plain view from 
the line. 
“ Tehuacau is famous not only 
for its hot springs, exactly similar 
to those of Hot Springe, Ark., 
which has made it a popular health 
resort, but expensive quarries of the 
most valuable varieties of ony x 
have been developed. 
A large 
amount of cattle, sheep, mules and 
burros are raised on the Pueblo 
plains in addition to cereals and 
fruit. 
“ From Tehuacan the line swings 
to the north in order to enter the 
cany on at the headwaters of the 
Rio Tonto, the line dropping 2,5cx> 
feet in a distance of twenty -five 
miles. 
After descending this can­ 
y on the road follows the Jl^io Tqnto 
for a distance of nearly jcx> miles, 
the river being a w id é and 
stream and the valley bbing

SPRUNG A SURPRISE. 


To Investigate Sunday Liqiior Selling 
and Card Flay ing. 


J udge J ames E. Hazel, of the 
circuit court, created a pensation at 
J efferson City y esterday when he 
charged the grand jury to investi­ 
gate the charges of selling whisky 
and card play ing on Sunday and 
gambling generally in the city . 
He read his formal charge, and 
at Its conclusion stated that com­ 
plaints had been made to him that 
whisky had been sold on Sunday , 
also that there was considerable 
card play ing on that day , and that 
he desired to call the attention of 
the grand jury to these matters, 
that an investigation might be 
made. 
According to the Tribune, 
he said the law prohibited the sell­ 
ing of intoxicating liquors, on Sun­ 
day and also the play ing of cards 
for amusement on that day . 
It was the intention of the law 
to protect the morals of every com­ 
munity as much as possible, and 
these two matters had been made 
offenses under the law, and if the 
law was being violated it was the 
duty of the grand jury to investi­ 
gate them and to indict the guilty 
parties, be they high or low.

UPHOLDS THE LAW. 


United States Supreme Co urt Passes 
Uu Illino is Anti-Optio n Act. 


W 
a s h i n g t o n , 
March 4 .—The 
United States sup reme court yes­ 
terday Affirmed the decree of the 
sup reme court of the state of Illi­ 
nois in the case of Alfred G. Booth 
v s, the state cf Illinois, inv olv ing 
the v alidity of the state statute im ­ 
p osing a fine of from $10 to ii,o o o 
for dealing in futures. 
The decision of the state court 
up held the law, and yesterday’s 
op inif n sustains that decision. The 
op inion was banded down by Jus­ 
tice Fuller, and was dissented from 
by Justices Brewer and Peckbam. 
The Illinois law inv olv ed is sec­ 
tion 130 of the criminal code of 
the state and it p rov ides that who­ 
ev er contracts to hav e or g iv e to 
himself or another the op tion to 
sell or buy at a future time any 
g rain or other commodity, or fore­ 
stalls the market^ by sp reaking false 
rumors to iLlluence the p rice of 
commodities or corners in the mar­ 
ket shall be fined not less than | i o 
nor more than $i,coo, or confined 
in the county jail not exceeding one 
year or both. 
In deliv ering the op inion of the 
court, 
Justice Harlan said that 
Booth liad been indicted “ on the 
charg e of v iolating the statute so 
far as it re’ated to op tions to buy 
g iair* or other commodities at a fu­ 
ture time.” 
He was found g uilty 
and adjudg ed to p ay a fine of Sioo.
